Hospital acute care funding change cuts

Changes to the acute care 
funding plan in place for Alber¬ 
ta Hospitals is going to hurt 
some area hospitals. 

Candace Spurred, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the Olds 
Hospital, said the board will 
have to do some serious refigur¬ 
ing of the budget to make 
things balance for the next 
fiscal year. 

"We are going to lose 
$117,000 off our base next 
year," she said. "Things were 
tight enough already. I guess 
half are happy with the changes 
and half are sad. We are 
definitely one of the sad ones." 

The changes, announced 
last week by Alberta Health 
Minister Nancy Betkowski, 
reallocates money already in 
place for acute care funding in 
Alberta Hospitals. This is the 
third reallocation of funds since 
the Acute Care Funding Plan 
was established three years 
ago. 

Under the new plan, 43 ad¬ 
ditional hospitals are added to a 
list 29 larger ones already 


receiving funding based on the 
Hospital Performance Index 
(HPI). Lorraine McCullagh of 
Alberta Health said the HPI 
compares hospitals around the 
province in terms of care pro¬ 
vided and the relative cost of 
that care. 

"It's a measure of how ef¬ 
fectively hospitals are using 
their available resources to pro¬ 
vide case patient care," she 
said. "It is a much more 
equitable plan." 

The system bases funding 
on an average length of stay for 
patients depending on the type 
of care they need. This means 
hospitals will receive a certain 
amount of money to care for a 
patient regardless of whether 
they stay a shorter or longer 
period of time than the HPI 
average. 

McCullagh said all of the 
hospitals in the province will 
eventually receive their acute 
care funding through the HPI 
plan. Twenty-nine hospitals 
tested the plan over the past 
two years, allowing the addi-

Assault nets fine 
and jail

A one day jail term and a $1,500 fine was the sentence 
handed down last week to a Carstairs man convicted of sex¬ 
ual assault. 

Phillip Racine, 44, a member of the Carstairs town coun¬ 
cil and former vice-principal of the Hugh Sutherland School 
received the sentence from a Calgary Court of Queen's 
Bench Justice last Tuesday. 

The sentence came after Racine was found guilty of sex¬ 
ual assault last month following a two day trial in Calgary. 

Crown Prosecutor Shirley Jackson said she was surprised 
by the sentence but felt it was appropriate. 

"Justice Dixon had handed down such a strong verdict 
in the trial that I thought the sentence would be somewhat 
more severe," she said. "But it is certainly more than what 
most people get." 

The charge of sexual assault was laid last year after a 
January party in the home of one of Racine's colleagues. 

A second charge of rape, stemming from a separate inci¬ 
dent, was stayed. 

Racine has thirty days to appeal the verdict.

tion of 43 smaller hospitals this 
year. Both the Olds Hospital 
and the Mountain View Health 
Care Centre were added to the 
plan this year. 

Officials from the Health 
Care Centre could not be 
reached to comment on how 
the change in funding will affect 
their operations. 

Under the new plan, the 
Olds Hospital said its budget 
will pay twice for the change. 

"It's a double whammy," 
said Spurrell. "We were 
promised a 4 percent increase 
overall in health care funding 
which was problematic enough 
before the cut to our acute care 
budget. But now they are going 
to take off the $117,000 and 
then add the 4 percent." 

Spurrell said her hospital, 
like many others affected by the 


funding plan change, is busy 
looking at various options to 
deal with the decrease in funds. 

"We are going to have to 
take a good look at the types of 
patients we are treating and 
their length of stay with us. For 
us it may mean that we are re¬ 
leasing patients sooner than we 
have in the past, but if that is 
the case, there are other op¬ 
tions to ensure the patient gets 
the kind of care they need, 
such as home care," Spurrell 
said. "I do believe this will 
result in a more equitable 
system, but it is kind of hard to 
get caught in the transition." 

Alberta hospitals are also 
waiting for word on long term 
and ambulatory care funding. 
News is expected sometime 
later this spring.

As the weather turns warmer and winter turns to 
spring, our thoughts naturally turn to getting outdoors. 
After many months of forced hibernation (well perhaps 
not so much this winter—but stay with me), we begin 
planning ways to get out into the sunshine and fresh air. 

But what do to? Golf, hiking, tennis, fishing? The list 
is endless. But one of the fastest growing outdoor sports 
these days is biking. In the city, choosing to go for a bike 
ride is easy, there are extensive bike trails for urban 
riders that are both scenic and safe. But what about 
rural riders? While some of the best scenery in the coun¬ 
try is right in our backyard, riding the highways in and 
around the country isn't exactly what most people 
would call safe. 

About two years ago, some movement was made 
towards putting some sort of bike path system within the 
County of Mountain View, more specifically, between 
Olds and Didsbury. Unfortunately, the idea met with 
some opposition and was shot down before it could 
really get due consideration. 

The idea of a bike path system in Mountain View is 
worthy of more extensive study. The original feasibility 
study showed a rather prohibitive cost, but it looked at 
only one option, that being an eight foot paved path¬ 
way. The truth of the matter is, there are several options 
available, many more reasonably priced. 

The reasons for building a bike path system here are 
numerous. There has been lots of press given to the ef¬ 
forts to keep rural Alberta thriving. Offering facilities 
such as bike paths and leisure centres for the next 
generation of rural residents helps to ensure that they 
stay rural. The loss of shopping dollars in smaller com¬ 
munities is also receiving much attention. Currently, 
many are packing up the family and the bikes and 
heading to Calgary or Red Deer and spending their 
recreational dollars there. Offer the same resources 
here, and the dollars would stay here. 

Bike paths wouldn't just attract county residents. 
Because biking is gaining popularity at such a rapid rate, 
urban routes are becoming increasingly congested. 
Routes through our beautiful neck of the woods would 
be an attractive alternative and would draw even more 
tourism to the area. 

Granted, times are tough economically and we are 
already working to build other leisure time facilities, but 
this idea should not be dismissed lightly. We need to 
look at the other options available. Do I hear BOB (build 
our bikepath) anyone?

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New health agreement reached

A landmark three-year 
agreement has been reached 
between the Alberta Government 
and the Alberta Medical Associa¬ 
tion (A M.A ). The agreement 
aims to ensure that Albertans 
continue to have access to 
affordable, high quality medical 
care while compensating physi¬ 
cians justly for their services. It 
will also help us, as a 
government, to work with the 
medical profession in planning 
the delivery of medical services. 

The main feature of the new 
agreement, set to commence 
April 1, is an annual expenditure 
limit on medical care services 
insured by Alberta Health. It is 


important to note that this is not a 
cap on individual doctors' salar¬ 
ies. At the end of each quarter a 
joint review will be conducted of 
the level of medical care 
expenditures to date. If the 
expenditures are in excess of a 
certain limit, fees over the next 
quarter will be scaled downwards 
to make up for the overspending 
If expenditures fall below the 
limit, fees for the next quarter 
will be adjusted upwards. 

This financial limit on 
medical expenditures will help to 
contain costs and ensure our 
health system remains affordable 
in the future. While physicians 
will be getting a fee increase of 
2.8% with an additional allow¬ 
ance for outside factors such as 
population growth and new 
technology, the increase will be 
perorated to fall within the 
quarterly limit and not place a 
further burden on taxpayers. 

The agreement will seek to 
increase contact between govern¬ 
ment and physicians, and allow 
doctors greater input in decision 
making. An administrative coun¬ 
cil chaired by the Deputy 
Minister of Health and the 
E xecutive Director of the A M. A. 
will serve as a liaison between 
the two parties. The council will 
provide a formal structure to

income tax returns. 

In only three years, the video 
has quickly become one of the 
most popular client-assistance 
tools Revenue Canada, Taxation 
produces, since:

discuss Alberta Health policies 
and programs in an effective and 
efficient manner. The improved 
communications between govern¬ 
ment and doctors will help to 
keep expenditures low and 
programs operating properly. 

Measures are being taken to 
improve contact between govern¬ 
ment and doctors. Alberta Health 
is trying to help the A M.A. get 
recognized by hospitals as the 
representative of physicians 
across the province. Starting next 
year, fringe benefit programs 
(including disability and liability 
insurance, and a continuing 
medical education allowance) will 


only be available to A M A 
members. This will encourage 
the approximately 15% of doctors 
who are not members to join the 
A M A. This way the medical 
profession will be represented by 
a single voice in matters affecting 
them, to make negotiations on 
important issues easier. 

Other steps in the agree¬ 
ment dealing with government- 
physician relations include ex¬ 
panded provisions for arbitration 
on certain issues, a future 
provincial forum for doctors 
dealing with compensation relat¬ 
ed issues, and a mechanism by 
which doctors may place a 


portion of their claim payments 
into a retirement savings vehicle. 

This agreement will enable 
our Medical Care Insurance 
Program to remain affordable 
without compromising health 
care standards. By keeping our 
health care system within finan¬ 
cial limits, we will ensure that 
high quality health care remains 
a reality for this and future 
generations of Albertans

Automated filing, quicker 
refunds and, if you require, 
volunteers to help with your 
filing 

Revenue Canada, with the 
help of Canadian taxfilers, has 
been testing electronic filing 
(Efile). Efile is an automated 
system which lets taxfilers send 
their income tax return informa¬ 
tion electronically via communi¬ 
cation lines. Efile is both 
environmentally and financially 
friendly. 

Quicker tax refunds avail¬ 
able and you can avoid problems 
caused by lost, damaged or 
delayed refunds cheques this 
year by taking advantage of 
direct deposit. You can have your 
tax return deposited directly into 
your bank account at any 
financial institution in Canada. 


Direct deposit has a number of 
advantages over the traditional 
method of issuing income tax 
refunds to the taxpayer, it offers 
security, dependability, and con¬ 
venience by eliminating any 
concerns that the cheque may be 
lost, damaged, or delayed It also 
allows Revenue Canada, to issue 
a refund without having to print a 
cheque. Through direct deposit, 
Revenue Canada expects to save 
about $379,000 in 1992.

CWB export program to lower cost 


The Canadian Wheat Board 
(CWB) and the Canadian Crain 
Commission (CGC) have jointly 
introduced a new export program 
for farmers that has the potential 
to lower farmer costs on 
shipments of CWB grain for 
export by truck 

But Prairie Pools Inc., the 
lobbying arm for the three Prairie 
Pools, says as was the case with 
the removal of oats from the 
Canadian Wheat Board, this 
decision was made without 
consulting farmers. "There was 
an approach to the grain elevator 
companies by Wheat Board staff, 
but they were not even given 
time to respond to the proposal 

Advantages 

As Alberta farmers start 
making cropping decisions, they 
may want to consider growing a 
different class of wheat. 

Currently Prairie production 
is dominated by tradiational Hard 
Red Spring wheats These hard, 
high protein wheats are recog¬ 
nized worldwide for their top 
quality and will continue to be 
sold for the bread market in such 
places as the Commonwealth of 
Independent States says Charlie 
Pearson, an Alberta Agriculture 
market analyst. 

However, the wheat growth 
markets are south east Asia and 
the Middle East. These markets 
need medium quality wheats. 
World demand for these types of 
wheats between 1967 and 1981 
grew by 84 per cent In 
comparison, the demand for hard 
wheats grew by only 48 per cent. 

"The improved market po¬ 
tential of medium quality wheats 
reflects the changing needs of 
our customers," says Pearson. 
"Demand for medium quality 
wheats is increasing as a result of 
markets being developed by the 
Canadian Wheat Board (CWB). 
Both Asia and the Middle East 
use this type of wheat for 
noodles, steamed buns and flat 
breads. Canadian farmers will 
have to grow a different class of 
wheat to satisfy these market 
needs." 

Canada Prairie Spring (CPS) 
wheats are medium quality 
spring wheats suitable for those 
new markets. Established in 
1985, they are often referred to as 
"triple M" wheats says Mark

before it was implemented," said 
PPI Chairman Alex Graham 

According to an official CWB 
release, the program was design¬ 
ed to reduce the handling costs 
farmers presently pay on export 
sales made by truck. Prior to the 
announcement, producers wish¬ 
ing to export grain by truck were 
required to deliver their grain 
into the country elevator system. 
This process involved the dump¬ 
ing and reloading of trucks and 
meant the producer was charged 
an elevation tariff. 

The Board stated the pro¬ 
gram goes into effect immediate¬ 
ly and will allow wheat and barley 
to be sold from the Wheat 


Olson, an Alberta Agriculture 
regional crop production special¬ 
ist. The "Ms" are for medium 
protein, medium gluten strength 
and medium kernel hardness. 
CPS wheats are also divided into 
sub-classes based on kernel 
color Red kernel varieties are 
Biggar, Cutler and Oslo Genesis 
(formerly HY355) is white. 

Olson says another reason 
farmers may be attracted to CPS 
wheats is because they have 
higher yields than traditional 
Hard Red Spring wheats. "Farm¬ 
ers are taking a second look 
because of the gross return per 
acre. The higher yields compen¬ 
sate for the 10 to 15 per cent price 
difference. Looking to the future, 
researchers believe they can 
accomplish an even wider advan¬ 
tage than the current 15 to 20 per 
cent higher yields." 

While growing CPS wheats 
is similar to harder wheats, there 
are some subtle differences notes 
Olson CPS wheats are later

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Board's pool account without 
ever physically entering the 
country elevator system 

The program goes into effect 
immediately and Alberta Pool 
will be establishing a producer 
cost for this service within a few 
days. The lack of lead time 
extended by the Board and the 
Grain Commission and their 
failure to provide adequate detail 
on the various responsibilities of 
the elevator agent in the 
administration of the program 
are the primary reasons for 
Alberta Pool's delay in announc¬ 
ing a tariff charge. 

Alberta Pool President Ray 
Schmitt said although there is 


maturing, with the exception of 
Cutler, so must be seeded early. 
Shallow seeding is best and the 
seeding rate is about 25 per cent 
more than other wheats. CPS 
wheats are less competitive with 
weeds, so control is crucial, 
especially of wild oats.

230,000 acres of CPS wheats in 
the 1991-92 crop year. That total 
is just a fraction of the 7.2 million 
acres of spring wheats grown last 
year. 


confusion surrounding the an¬ 
nouncement, the Board's initia¬ 
tive is good news for those 
farmers wishing to export their 
own grain because it eliminates a 
step in the process and has the 
potential to save the farmer some 
money. "At the same time, the 
Board maintains its control over 
the export of prairie grain," 
noted Schmitt. 

Producers wishing to partici¬ 
pate in this type of export sale 
will be required to meet certain 
conditions regarding the weigh¬ 
ing, grading and documentation 
of the transaction and they will 
still be required to pay the 
difference between the initial 
payment and the export price. 
The deliveries will alsobe subject 
to regular delivery quota and will 
require a CWB export permit. 

The new program comes at a 
time when the CWB has been 
under increasing pressure to 
allow farmers the ability to 


market their grain for export, 
independent of the Board 
However, the Board stressed that 
all export sales will continue to be 
made through the Wheat Board, 
"which will enable all producers 
to share in the returns from all 
commercial export markets." 

PPI reiterated its policy on 
the border debate by reminding 
the government not to tamper 
with the export authority of the 
Canadian Wheat Board "The 
Government of Canada must not 
sacrifice the long term needs of 
many producers, who benefit 
from the services of the Canadian 
Wheat Board," wrote PPI. 

PPI and other advocates of 
the single-selling desk marketing 
system have cited several rea¬ 
sons for keeping the Board 
system in place and warn that 
without strong support for the 
Wheat Board, the pooling system 
and the advantages if offers to 
Canadian producers will be lost

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Help for Budding Entreprenuers comes to Olds

Local residents seriously 
considering opening their own 
business will get some help 
from a new firm opening up in 
Olds. 

The CDC Croup, an em¬ 
ployment training business, has 
received approval in principle 
for funds from the Canada 
Employment Centre to start a 
Venture Development Program 
in Olds. 

Emily Chase, owner of the 
CDC Croup said she decided to 
look into offering the program 
in Olds after seeing the demand 
for the same program offered in 
Red Deer. 

“I was attending the course 
:here and so were a number of 
pthers from here," she said. "I 
saw that there was an oppor¬ 
tunity in Olds for the course, 
and that's when I went to the 
Canada Employment Centre." 

Chase said the Venture 
Development Program will ap¬ 
peal to anyone, regardless of 
experience, who is interested in 
going into business for them¬ 
selves. 

"The purpose of the course 
is to provide the skills to these 
people to get their ideas off the 
ground and also to evaluate the 
ideas they have," Chase said. 
"We hope that a good portion 
of the students will be getting 
nto business before the end of 
he course." 

Chase, who has been in- 
/olved in the business and 
education fields for the past 20 
/ears, said the course will be 
structured in modules, allowing 
he student to choose areas 
vhere they feel they need the 
nost instruction. 

"The students will be able 
:o choose what they need. 
Someone who has an extensive 
background with computers 
might not feel they need to take 
the module on basic computer 
skills, for example. But there 
are certain core courses that 
everyone must take." 

The course, which is 


scheduled to start on March 30, 
will offer budding entrepre¬ 
neurs courses in evaluating 
their business ideas, confidence 
building, bookkeeping, assert¬ 
iveness, and marketing. But 
most importantly, Chase said, it 


will offer one-on-one business 
counselling, so that each stu¬ 
dent will have the chance to 
discuss their business ideas on 
an individual basis with the in¬ 
structors. 

"People are realizing that 


we are in a recession," Chase 
said, "and they see that jobs are 
not readily available.

This week dietician, Helen 
Bishop MacDonald challenges 
the latest nutrition myth. 

Myth - You would be health¬ 
ier if you cut out red meat 

This may be one of the 
more dangerous myths current¬ 
ly making the rounds. Why 
dangerous? Well, any notion 
that causes people to reject an 
important source of many 
nutrients for no good reason, 
has the potential for leading to 
negative health consequences 
in the future. 

The phrase "for no good 
reason" needs examination. 
Some people believe that a 
good reason for rejecting red 
meat is the risk it may pose for 
elevated blood cholesterol 
levels and heart disease. Not 


true. The risk for these 
problems comes from eating 
too much saturated fat—and 
meat does carry some of this 
fat. The answer, then, is not to 
reject meat itself, but rather to 
make a point of buying it lean 
(and Canadian meat is much 
leaner today than in the past). 
In fact Canadian beef is 50% 
leaner and has 21% less 
cholesterol than it had 15 years 
ago. Trim the visible fat off 
before cooking, and consume it 
in moderate amounts. 

Many are asking "what is a 
moderate amount?" Nutrition¬ 
ists agree that one serving of 
red meat is about 2-3 ounces 
(60 - 90 grams) or about the size 
of a deck of cards. 

The nutritional disadvan¬ 
tage that comes from rejecting 
red meat is the loss of the B 
vitamins and minerals that it of¬ 
fers so abundantly. Yes, B 
vitamins can be found in other

foods like cereals, fruits and 
vegetables (except for vitamin 
B12 which is only found in 
animal foods), but iron and zinc 
are nowhere near as plentiful or 
absorbable from plants as from 
red meat. 

A key word here is absorb¬ 
able. Many plant products, like 
Vegetables or legumes, contain 
alot of iron and zinc but, for a 
variety of reasons, the body is 
unable to absotbe them very 
well. In other words, the "bio¬ 
availability" of minerals from 
the plant kingdom is not great. 
The iron and zinc found in 
poultry and fish is as ab¬ 
sorbable as that from red meat, 
they're just not as plentiful.

predictions in perspective. "I 
always ask my clients if they want 
to know the bad news as well as 
the good and so far everyone has 
said they would like to know 
both There's really nothing to be 


afraid of . . the death card, for 
example, doesn't necessarily 
mean death, it could mean the 
end of a bad situation." 

The readings Vader per¬ 
forms need not necessarily be 
done in person. "I do a number 
of silent readings as well People 
will phone me up and as long as I 
have their full name, eye color, 
hair color, and birthdate, I can 
send them a tape on what I see."

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Sundre to expand recycling efforts 


By Janice Harrington 

The Town of Sundre will be 
expanding its recycling efforts 
this summer 

Susan Dziadek, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Sundre and District 
Recycling Society said the re¬ 
sponse to their initial recycling 
facilities has been so good, they 
want to expand 

"It has been an excellent 
response," she said "We are 
looking at 60 percent usage 
according to our figures That 
means 60 percent of the 
population is using the recycling 
system." 

Sundre, which started its 
recycling program last summer, 
is the smallest community in 
Canada to use the curbside blue 
box program Under this pro¬ 
gram, residents are able to sort 


their garbage into metals, plas¬ 
tics, newsprint, glossy paper and 
glass and leave it outside their 
homes for pick up in the same 
way regular garbage pick-up 
occurs. The sorted garbage is 
then trucked to the Sundre waste 
transfer station where it is stored 
until it can be sold in recycling 
markets 

Funds for the expansion of 
the program, which will see an 
additional three recycling bins 
put in at the transfer station, will 
come from the County of 
Mountain View. The county will 
pick up the tab for the bins, at a 
price of $500 each. 

Dziadek said the extra bins 
will help cut down on the 
operational costs of their recyc¬ 
ling program by eliminating the 


need to further sort paper 

"Now we can have the user 
separate the paper further into 
white bond, colored bond and 
computer bond," she said. "Not 
only does that cut out the cost of 
hiring someone to separate for us 
at the transfer station, but it also 
helps us to maximize our profit 
when we go to sell it." 

While the recycling market 
is not great at the present time, 
Dziadek said they are beginning 
to learn of more markets 
interested in their recycled 
goods, and she feels the market 
is only going to improve from this 
point. 

"But whatever happens, at 
least we are removing that much 
from the landfill sites and that 
can only help in the long term."

reminded 
to renew 

It's time for pensioners who 
receive the Guaranteed Income 
Supplement, Spouse's Allowance 
or Widowed Spouse's Allowance 
benefits to re-apply. 

In January, renewal applica¬ 
tion kits were mailed out to 
99,977 pensioners in Alberta 
Eligible seniors who have not 
received a kit can pick up 
application forms at any Income 
Security Programs Office. 

The Guaranteed Income Sup¬ 
plement is an extra monthly 
payment for Old Age Security 
pensioners with little or no 
additional income 

The Spouse's Allowance and 
the Widowed Spouse's Allow¬ 
ance are paid to pensioners' 
spouses and widowed spouses 
respectively between the ages of 
60 and 65 who meet residence 
and income requirements. Appli¬ 
cations for all three benefits must 
be made each year because they 
are based on the previous year's 
income 

To ensure that benefits will 
be included in their April Old 
Age Security (OAS) cheques, 
pensioners should return their 
completed applications to the 
Income Security Programs 
Branch regional office in Edmon¬ 
ton by March 31, 1992 

"Applications received after 
the deadline will be processed 
and appropriate adjustments will 
be made in May However, we're 
anxious to avoid any reduction in 
payments on April's cheque 
which might cause hardships for 
low-income seniors," said Don 


Hopkinson, Regional Director of 
the Income Security Programs 
Branch in Alberta 

Individuals with no income 
to declare on their 1991 income 
tax returns are encouraged to 
submit their application forms 


immediately Seniors who live in 
northern Canada should also 
return their renewal applications 
right away, even if they are 
applying for the northern resi¬ 
dents' deduction. Those with 
income to claim, however, should 


wait until they have received all 
income information before apply¬ 
ing for benefits 

Hopkinson also encouraged 
pensioners who do not currently 
receive these benefits to find out 
if they qualify this year

Lone Pine sour gas plant near 
Carstairs is underway. 

Amoco Operating Centre 
Supervisor Ray Babiuk said steps 
are being taken to return the land 
around the plant to agricultural 
use 

"We hope to remove all the 
equipment on-site that is not in 
use and in time return it to its 
original state," said Babiuk 
"We have made presentations to 
all the communities affected and 
we are working very closely with 
the ERCB (Energy Resources 
Conservation Board)." 

The facility, which has been 
running for nearly 25 years, shut 
down its sour gas processing 
operations last year, but is 


the shut down was to help cut 
costs. 

"The production rate in the 
field (at Lone Pine) was declin¬ 
ing, so we moved processing to 
our Crossfield plant. This way we 
maximize reserve recovery and 
minimize our operational cost." 

Currently, Babiuk said, as¬ 
bestos insulation is being remov¬ 
ed from vessels at the site and 
other reclamation activities will 
take place as per Amoco's 
environmental plan, discussed 
with local communities last year. 

"The plan has three 
stages," Babiuk said "First we 
do a detailed assessment of the 
area.

Agriculture Canada recently 
announced Canadian farm in¬ 
come forecasts for 1991 and 1992 

At the national level, real¬ 
ized net income for 1991 is 
estimated to increase by 3 
percent to $3.35 billion This is 
due to a marginal decline in 
operating expenses (down 2 
percent), more than offsetting a 
marginal decrease in cash re¬ 
ceipts (down 1 percent). How¬ 
ever, the estimated income level 
is still about 17 percent ($b92 
million) lower than the 1986 - 
1990 average 

For 1992, realized net 
income in Canada is forecast to 
increase by 24 percent to $4 15 
billion as a result of higher 
program payments more than 
offsetting lower market receipts 
and higher operating expenses. 
This level of income is $100 
million higher than the 1986-1990 
average 

In Alberta, a significant 
drop in 1991 realized net income 
is attributed to lower livestock 
and grain receipts more than 
offsetting higher program pay¬ 
ments Alberta's realized net 
income is projected to decline by 
27 percent in 1991.

New clinic offers natural healing

Joyce Shields wants every¬ 
one to know massage isn't what 
R-rated movies depict it as 

The therapist, who recently 
opened a clinic in Didsbury, said 
some people still expect to get 
"extras" with their rub down. 

"That is why I am glad there 
is such a push going on right now 
to regulate the industry," Shields 
said "People are starting to 
recognize it as part of natural 
healing, but there are still a few 
with the wrong ideas." 

Shields opened up a clinic in 
conjunction with local chiroprac¬ 
tor Robert Brodeur last Decem¬ 
ber Previously, she had worked 
in Calgary at the Winter Club, 
the Downtown Athletic Club and 
as a therapist for the Caltaf 
Olympic trainers. 

Being born and raised in the 
area, Shields didn't think she 
would work much at her 
profession when she moved back 
last J une. 

"I thought I would maybe 
work part time, but then I talked 
to Dr Brodeur and he talked me 


into joining his business. It's 
taken three months, but things 
are really starting to pick up," 
she said. 

The clinic, which is the first 
of it's kind in Didsbury, offers 
alternatives to traditional physio¬ 
therapy for people suffering 
muscle tension or soreness as a 
result of stress or accident 

"Alot of people go to the 
hospital for physiotherapy for 
these kind of problems," Shields 
said. "But there is only so much 
those machines can do for them 
Massage therapy is also prevent¬ 
ative Most people don't realize 
it, but about 80 percent of health 
problems are tension related." 

Not just for medicinal 
purposes, Shields also offers 
massage as just plain, hedonistic 
relaxation therapy for those who 
seek to pamper themselves. 

Shields practises massage 
therapy on its own or in 
conjunction with chiropractic care 
being offered by Dr. Brodeur 
Sessions can run between 15 
minutes and one hour depending 
on the type of massage and relief 


you are looking for Prices are 
also reasonable, ranging from 
$20 to $35 and some Blue Cross 
plans are now covering a 
percentage the cost of massage 
therapy. 

"This is a step in the right 
direction," said Shields. "Hav¬ 
ing Blue Cross coverage is a real 
breakthrough in having this 
therapy professionally recog¬ 
nized. Now we just have to work 
on getting in with Alberta health 
Care." 

Shields welcomes anyone to 
book an appointment with her to 
find out what massage therapy 
can offer them. The benefits 
aren't just limited to muscle 
relaxation, but also includes

A food that 
claims to be ''cholesterol-free'' 
must contain no more than 3 mg.

food. But for a food to be fat-free, 
it must contain no more than 0.1 
grams of fat per 100 grams of the 
food By taking time to carefully 
read food labels, you may find 
that a cholesterol-free food is 
actually high in fat A fat-free 
food will be cholesterol-free; 
however a cholesterol-free food 
may not be fat-free 

Will eating "cholesterol- 
free'' foods help to keep my 
blood cholesterol at a healthy 
level? 

Not necessarily. 80% of the 
cholesterol in your body is 
produced by the liver. This level 
depends both on heredity and the 
amount of fat in your diet. The 
liver is able to make more 
cholesterol if more fat is available 
from dietary sources. The re¬ 
maining 20% of your body's 
cholesterol is influenced by what 
you eat. However watching only 
the cholesterol content of foods 
you eat will likely have a minimal 
effect on blood cholesterol A 
high fat diet is more likely to 
cause elevated blood cholesterol 
levels than dietary cholesterol 
alone. Reducing total fat is what 
really matters. Small changes can 
go a long way. Here are a few 
ideas to help you get started 

1. Choose foods that are 


lower in fat, including lower-fat 
dairy products and leaner meats. 

2. Eat more fruits, veget¬ 
ables, breads, pasta, rice and 
cereals. These foods are lowest in 
fat and will satisfy your appetite 
for a longer time 

3. Prepare foods with little 
or no fat. Try to broil, bake and 
barbecue instead of frying. 

4 Decrease the amount of 
butter, margarine, mayonnaise 
and salad dressing you add to 
food. 

Although cholesterol may be 
of concern to you, total fat is what 
counts the most. By cutting back 
on fat, the amount of cholesterol 
you eat will also drop and you will 
be well on your way to a more 
healthy life style!!

Think back to your last 
grocery shopping trip Chances 
are that as you combed the aisles 
for the items on your list, product 
labels claiming to be "cholester¬ 
ol-free" silently caught your eye 
These foods have been around for 
years, yet only recently have 
become "cholesterol-free"—or 
have they?? 

Is cholesterol actually re¬ 
moved from foods to make them 
"cholesterol-free"? 

No. Most products claiming 
to be "cholesterol-free" never 
had cholesterol to begin with! 
Cholesterol is a fatty substance 
which is both produced by your 
body and found in animal 
products such as meat, eggs, 
poultry, fish and dairy products. 
Foods from vegetable sources, 
including canola, sunflower, and 
olive margarine and oils do not 
contain cholesterol-they never 
have and never will! 

If cholesterol is a fat, is a 
"cholesterol-free" food also free 
of fat? 

No. Cholesterol is only one 
type of fat. A food may be 
"cholesterol-free" yet loaded 
with fat. The above mentioned 
vegetable oils and margarines 
are "cholesterol-free," but they 
are still 100% fat! Another 
example are potato chip labels 
which often the chips to be 
"cholesterol-free" and indeed 
they are, since they are fried in 
vegetable oil (instead of animal 
fat). But, they are high in fat: 8 
potato chips contain the equiva-
